give 29,500 square feet of indus~ 
trially zoned land, Now it is being 
asked (hopefully) to give 70,000 
square feet, and the other three 
land takings have expanded in a 
similar manner, 

Perhaps the worst off is the 
Bursaw site and Lucci’s, In both 
cases traffic will be restrained 
from entering the properties for 
the length of the projected traffic 
islands on Lowell Street, In the 
case of Lucc!’s this means the 
length of the block of stores facing 
on Lowell Street, 

Mr Kunz told the Selectmen that 
he would have to discuss the sub- 
ject again, with the Avco manage~ 
ment, and added that he hadalready 
discussed this corner many times, 

Mr, Bull told the Selectmen that 
his firm had never made anagree- 
ment with the Selectmen, since any 
agreement had been contingent on 
the corner, They hadbeen seeking 
a license which was never granted 
and they therefore had nothing on 
which to agree, 

Fred Jackson, speaking for his 
brothers, said that they had been 
willing to give land to the town, 
but now the picture was different, 
and he would have to have a dis- 
cussion with the other members 
of the firm, 

Mr, Lucei had very little to say. 
He noted that the entrances to the 
stores would be blocked off, and 
that was the extent ofhis remarks, 

Chairman George Boylen told 
the four groups that the town 
would have to bear all the ex- 
penses for all the land taking, 
and he hoped that the expense would 
not be too great, 

Felice Vitale, who is again a 
candidate for Selectmen, spoke 
Several times, At one time he told 
the Selectmen that he was ‘repre- 
senting the public’? a remark that 
was greeted with silence, He also 
told the Selectmen that the town 
would have to vote on the question, 
and was told that this was not the 
case, 

Boylen hoped that the Selectmen 
could get a reply in a week, Some
